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REPORT OF THE 
PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING PROGRAM 


The Vermont Department of Health since July 1, 1951 has 
offered a program which affords an opportunity for all the towns 
in the State to have some Public Health Nursing Service. Prior 
to this date, certain towns did not share the benefits of this Ser- 
vice. The offering of a state-wide Public Health Nursing Service 
has necessitated the need of making it a limited program due to 
the amounts of funds available for this purpose. This service has 
been financed entirely by State and Federal Tax funds. No town 
contributions are required. 


Under the new program, it is necessary for local citizens and 
school personnel to take the initiative in the developing of their 
own community health programs with the advice and assistance 
of the Public Health Nurse. 


In addition to assisting with the health program for infants, 
preschool, and school children, the Public Health Nurse, under 
the supervision of the family physician, may give services to per- 
sons reported with tuberculosis and venereal disease, since the 
control of these diseases is delegated by law to the Health De- 
partment. 


The report of Miss Mary Schinoski, Public Health Nurse, 
for the period January 1, 1952 through December 31, 1952 shows 
the following services were given by her. 


Medical conferences were the responsibility of Mr. Arthur 
Oulton, Superintendent of Schools, Mr. Leland Congdon, Health 
Council Chairman, and Health Council members, Mrs. F. Dennis, 
R. N., Mrs. Donald Parker, Mrs. Willard Dexter, Mrs. Bernard 
Doty, and members of the Parent-Teachers’ Association.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Board of School Directors and Citizens of the Town of Clarendon: 


I herewith submit my sixth annual report as your Superintendent of 
Schools, 


EDUCATION FOR ALL 


Many of our schools of 50 and 100 years ago were good schools. They 
prepared young people for life in a kind of society in which they found them- 
selves. The principal occupation was farming. There was little travel; books 
were scarce; newspapers and magazines were never seen in many homes. 


There were few subjects taught in the schools of long ago, and they were 
frequently taught very wlll. From those classrooms came many American 
leaders in all walks of life. It is true, however, that these schools served a 
much smaller percentage than our schools of today. School terms were short, 
and teachers were often poorly prepared. Children too often remained in 
school for just a few years. As the years passed, society and education had to 
change with the times, and so in recent years the curriculum is much broader 
than that offered years ago. Today, we are trying to teach children, rather than 
subject matter. We must study each child’s ability and interest, and adapt 
our school subjects and activities to his needs. The curriculum must be adapted 
to more than the average child; it must provide for the one-fourth of the child- 
ren who are above average, and the one-fourth of the children who are below 
average. 


Our teaching is based on the thought that every child, regardless of ability, 
has some one thing he can do well. We must find those good points, and build 
from there. A neglected gifted child is as much wasted as a neglected handi- 
capped child. Every teacher has a very important job to do. 


HOME AND SCHOOL COOPERATION 


One of our objectives is to further a close cooperation between school and 
home in the development of worthy objectives by the pupils. The school can- 
not do it alone, neither can the home do it alone. Therefore we must do it 
together. 


Nothing can be gained by teachers criticizing parents, or parents criticiz- 
ing teachers. We cannot emphasize too strongly, whether or not you receive a 
special invitation to a private conference with your child’s teacher, the value 
of your dropping in at your child’s school to visit with the teacher. 


FUTURE SCHOOL PLANNING 


Your superintendent feels that it is his duty to place before you the recom- 
mendation that there be ample school planning to meet the needs of a growing 
community. All of us must be looking ahead. If our town continues to grow, 
if the birthrate remains high, the elementary school population will continue 
to rise. 

All of us realize that our elementary schools are old. Eventually, we are 
going to have to face the problem of replacing them with a modern school 
structure. At the present time, there is no financial help to any community 
that tries to solve its school housing problem. I would expect, however, that 
within the next decade, there would be aid on a matching basis from both fed- 
eral and state sources to be used for school building purposes. 
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It would be good business for the Town of Clarendon to give serious 
thought to acquiring a tract of land, which would be suitable for constructing 
an elementary school in due time. To delay in making such a purchase, might 
prove very costly. 


SCHOOL BUDGET FOR 1953 


The School Directors have done much work on the development of the 
budget for 1953, and are making every effort to keep expenses at a minimum. 
However, school costs are moving upward due to: 

1. Increasing enrollments. 

2. Higher tuition costs as voted at the town meeting of last year. 

3. Anticipated increments for our personnel. 


Your Directors also plan on carrying a program for school improvements 
a step further.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINDENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Directors and Citizens of the Town of Clarendon: 


It is with pleasure that I submit my first annual report as your Super- 
intendent of Schools. 


BUDGET FOR 1954-1955 


The budget for the next school year of 1954-1955 is presented on another 
page. You will note increases are provided in teachers’ salaries, textbooks, and 
equipment. On June 30, 1953, the end of the school year 1952-1953, there was 
a deficit of $525.36. At the close of the present school year, which will end 
June 30, 1954, there probably will be a similar deficit. The School Directors 
and I believe that your School Department needs an increase in the school tax 
for next year in order to avoid ending the school year with a deficit. Accord- 
ingly, we are recommending a tax of $3.50 for the school year of 1954-1955. 


BUILDING PROGRAM 


On January 25, 1954, a public meeting was held at the Town Hall to discuss 
the building problems of the School District. At this meeting the results of the 
inspections of the State Department of Health and the Department of Safety 
were read. State Aid for construction was explained by Mr. Rupert Spencer of 
the State Department of Education. A Citizens Committee was appointed to 
meet with the Schoo! Directors to discuss the best course of action in regards 
to the school building situation. It is expected that some definite reecommenda- 
tions will be ready for presentation at the town meeting. 


The children of Clarendon deserve the best school facilities that the town 
can afford to provide for them. We urge that the voters of the School District 
give serious consideration to the recommendations that will be made to them 
as a result of the study of the Citizens Committee and the School Directors.

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REPORT OF WHITE PINE BLISTER RUST CONTROL 
WORK—TOWN OF CLARENDON 1953 


At the Annual Town Meeting in March of 1953 the Town of 
Clarendon appropriated $200 to be used in cooperation with 
State and Federal funds for white pine blister rust control work. 
This Town money was used during the period July 22 to 31 to 
help pay for blister rust control work in the Town. An average of 
five men were paid from Town funds during this period. 


The work of this crew consisted of destroying currant and 
gooseberry bushes found growing within the white pine blister 
rust control zone. The control zone is the white pine stand and a 
protective zone around the stand from which currants and goose- 
berries must be removed to prevent the spread of blister rust in 
that locality. 


Blister rust is a two host fungus disease which cannot spread 
unless both host plants, white pine trees and currant or gooseberry 
bushes, are growing in the same area. The 1953 work will pre- 
vent the spread of blister rust in these white pine areas for several 
years. After five to ten years these areas will be examined to de- 
termine the need for further work and, if found necessary, recom- 
mendations will be made for doing the required work.

The cooperation of the Town of Clarendon in this work has 


been appreciated. We hope the cooperative program can be re- 
newed when further efforts along this line are in order.
